Volunteer services hours for Cycle Oregon 


totaled 2428 hours. Volunteers were given 
the opportunity to donate their hours to a 
non-profit organization of their choice. 
Twenty-three organizations were designated 
to receive a portion of a $5,000 grant from 
Cycle Oregon. The formula used was the 
number of hours divided into the grand total. 
The rate determined by the formula was 
multiplied by the total hours donated to the 
organization. Checks will be sent to twenty- 
three organizations, along with certificates of

Four men, they 
took horses, over to Klamath Falls and they sold them for 2 
hundred dollars. And they paid em off in four bit pieces. And they 
had the money ina sack. Well, before they got to Rancheria the 
Indians jumped em, see. This bunch of Indians knew that they had 
this money. They jumped them. And they chased them down 
there. And before the Indians caught up with this guy, he just 
chunked it and he threw it. He threw it right out in the creek, see. 
And he kep right on going. But they caught him and they killed him. 
They killed these four guys, but they never did find these four bit 
pieces that was in this creek see, cause they didn't see him throw 
em out. But anyway, when we was loggin up there we logged on the 
row of these four graves. And we protected em, see. We logged 
around em and left the trees around em to protect em. And one of 
those fellows name was Brian. But his folks come and got him 
after we got through loggin. But theres still three men buried 
there. And that's how Four Bit Creek got its name. About a half a 
dozen of them been found. And the only way to find em is when 


high water comes along. Either it washes em down or washes mud 
off of em.
